INTERNAL REVENUE IN YEAR 


Figures in Collector's Reports on 
June 30 Give Total of $4,593,933,- 
248 for Country.

WASHINGTON, July 8.—-Treasury 
statistics published today show that 
internal revenue receipts from. Mis- 
souri during the fiscal year ended 
June 30 were $125,451,231.91, of 
which total $86,.121,143.87 was de- 
rived from the income and profits 
tax and $39,330,088.04 from miscel- 
taxes. The astatement is 
based on collectors’ telegrams of 
June 30. It includes the third and 
installments of 1919 incomes 
and the first and second [installments 
of 1929 incomes. 

Total receipts for the whole coun- 
try were $4,593,933,248.61, of which 
the income and profits tax accounted 
for $8,212.713,489.05 and miscei 
laneous taxes for $1,381,219,759.66 

New York led the states with col- 
lectiona amounting to $1,124,351.706 
or nearly one-fourth of the total for 
the United States Following New 
York. in the order named, came 
Pennsylvania, Illinois, Ohio, Micht- 
gan, Massachusetts, California, New 
Jersey and Missour!, which was 
ninth in the list.

SAVING BABIES’ LIVES. 

What pasteurized milk has meant to the babies 
of the United States has been eloquently told in a 
paper contributed by Nathan Straus to the Conference 
on Infant Welfare now in session at London. The 


high death rate of babies in their second summer had | 


formerly baffled the medica! profession. With bac- 
teriology established as a science, and the researches 
it inspired, the source of the numerous ills that at- 
tacked babies when fed by bottle was definitely de- 
It was the infected milk of the cow. 

Meantime, however, the Straus 
been functioning. Milk stations were installed at 
different points in New York, where milk, pasteur- 
ized and iced, was sold at a nominal price or given 
away. The result was that in the crowded tenement 
districts babies stopped dying. And the crowning 
experience in Mr. Straus’ work occurred during the 
infantile paralysis epidemic in the summer of 1916, 
when not a single case of the disease developed in 
the 2100 babies fed on pasteurized milk. 

The work begun by Mr. Straus has since grown 
into a national institution, as related in his paper. 
In 36 American cities there are now 297 milk depots, 
staffed with trained attendants, who instruct mothers 
in the care of babies and babies’ food 

St. Louis has 12 of those milk depots. The Post- 
Dispatch, with the money contributed to the paper's 
Pure Milk and Free Ice Fund, purchases milk for 
pasteurization. Last year that fund expended $7177. 
of which $2616 hilk used by the Pure 
Milk Commission and the balance for ice, distributed 
free to 510 families many lives were saved 
with that fund be Known, but it is dis- 
quieting to think of what otherwise might have hap- 
pened.
